LEAGUE CRIPPLED 



Speaker Announces That 
, Italy to Tighten Grip on 
Abyssiuian Interests 

Questioning Germany's armament 
intentions yestjrday In tlie second of 
his noon-tirtio addrcsees, the Rev. 
Khig-Gordon emphatically stated that 
England and Prance, would be power- 
less if Herr Hitler declared lils arma- 
ment strength. .Speaking in Strath- 
cona Hall, the lecturer gave a brief 
analysis' of his views, on "England, 
Germany and Points East." .' 

The Rev. King-Oordon, who made 
a deep study of the effects of the 
Nasi regime last 8umme^,i^fintT:^sid 
bare the ' startUtig sitwiim^'oir' the 
leading European countries. The very 
essence of Germany's development is 
her desh-e to re-establish her post- 
war prestige, and position. Her am- 
bition is tworfdid: ithstly, to re-srm. 
in spite of the Versailles <rresty: and, 
secondly, to extend '; her borders on 
every sWe.

And Mind, Traced 

Sylvia Cardon Introduced 
Subject at Philosophical 
Mleeting 

SLATE PRESENTED 

Mechanistic Explanation . of 

Uhiye^^^^^^,,: 

OutUning briefly the relations be- 
tween mind and body, with references 
to a few particular theories forwarded 
by various philosophsirs, and touching 
upon the close connection between 
knowledge, action and the physical 
universe. Sylvia Cardon, R.V.C."35, 
opened the symposium of the Philo- 
sophical Society . conducted last night 
in Strathcona Hall. Beatrice Rllne- 
berg presided- over the meettag. 

In her opening remarks, the speaicer 
émphaslKd that knowledge is a pro- 
grenlve study of the hnpUcations of 
the real, that which Is always there. 
MUid and body are Ind^ndent of 
each other, although they own a par- 
aMysourse. This would be entirely 
unsatlsfSctory, sbloe It makes them 
aspects of the same thing. 

Knowledge and AeUea 

"Knowledge is sût off,' or urested, 
action," the speaker went on to say. 
Knowledge has a positive and an es- 
sential effect on 'action, evèn if some- 
times tasthietlTsiadiioa^is'iiprod uctiv^i 
of more effedtivS^Sonf t^^" 
imlverse is real in so far as it is an 
toterpretation of our own actions. It 
was'then attempted to show that' mhid 
and body should not be so sharply 
divided, and that the' mechanistic ex- 
planation of mental processes is not 
sufficient to explain i hnpulm. It U 
as if the mlad wéra a ''mian tody.''

Immediately on the receipt of some 
important news, the -radio 13 able to tell 
it to a whole nation in a few seconds;

" that news is the most perishable commodity 
known. 

News may be of infinite value for a 
moment, for a few hours even, but the

fore since the radio is able to disseminate 
IP much more quickly than the newspaper^ 
the value of the news in printed form .d,Çr.

It is no wondér^ne^thàt the news- 
papers dd not like the radio since it en- 
croaches into their field where they have 
■never beîbr'è had competition. SeVéral 
years ago the Press realized the potential 
threat of the radio. For that very reason 
sevèral papers with fore-sighted directors 
throughout Canada and the United States 
bought and equipped their own brodcast- 
41|^îïfi;ing plants! Right in our own metropolis 
' have an example of a newspaper which 
was skeptical of the good intention of the 
then infantile radio. In this way they were 
prepared to operate both as a newspaper 
and a radio, station. 

A few years ago the Associated Press 
swas reluctant to supply the radio with 
^news but that has since altered. The 
broadcasters and news-gatherers now op"- 
érâte in co-operation to supply the public 
with flashes. •

thought very presumptuous of a radio commenta- 
tor to Include In his column s treatment of the 
trends in music; at that time music and radio were 
not as closely bound up with each other as they 
are now. During the last few years radio, that is 
the broadcasting of music, nas nécome identified 
with the march of musical «evetopment.— it has 
become a. soit of min-or in which are reflected the! 
tendencies of modem music. ' 

The present, discussion' was Inipired by an ar- 
gument between two 'students wiilch'^' w^ 
heard yesterday. It seemed to be thé contention of 
one of. the students that modern music, the music 
of Gershwin, Duke Ellington,, and other members 
of the same school, is in no way Identifiable wlto 
the music of the lighter, claasicists sùch u ChopiSi 
•The same man also denied the existence of « de- 
cided trend in modem music toward the more se- 
date, "polite" type of music. The other «tudent 
maintained that there is a very marked connection 
between the music of Chopin and some of the 'ooin- 
poeitlons of the modem school. He also 'claimed 
that modem music, dance, and otherwise, show< a 
marked turn to the sedate.:aide, •!.. :- ■ -. * 

jp_UNbt being a musician, .the writer of this column 
cannot pass Judgment as to the validity of either 
side of the argument, however, it does appear that 
the latter part of the secdncf man's cohtentlori Is 
true, that Is, that there is a' return to the slower, 
more sedate type of music.-.
